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Dear Readers: 
Many of you have expressed a strong 
desire to receive QUILTMAKER more often. 
Since our last issue, excitement has been 
increasing steadily as we decided to publish 
more than two issues each year. Now, with 
considerable pleasure, we share with you 
the news that QUILTMAKER is becoming a 
quarterly. The next issue will appear in July 
followed by another in October. Thereafter 
you can expect your colorful, new collection 
of QUILTMAKER designs to arrive four 
times a year—every January, April, July, 
and October. 
Along with more frequent issues, there 
will be increased prize money and quarterly 
judging of the ongoing QUILTMAKER De- 
sign Contest as described in the contest 
rules on page 46. Remember that we are 
looking for fresh ideas—original, pretty pat- 
terns, old favorites with a new look, and 
contemporary or modern designs—that will 
appeal to today’s quiltmakers. Be sure to 
test your block idea to be certain it is a mak- 
able design. It helps to draw the block and/ 
or templates full size to accompany a sketch 
of the quilt as you envision it. Presenting it in 
color enables us to see more clearly the po- 
tential of your design. We suggest you use 
colored pencils to fill in your design. They 
are easy to use and do not smudge. 
This issue features winning contest en- 
tries by five readers. There are two pieced 
star designs by Bonnie Beck and Lawrence 
E. Bolton, a pieced Attic Windows variation 
by Kathleen L. Briggs, a floral applique by 
Hazel M. Cooper, and a pieced Kaleido- 
scope variation by Rosa Maria Fer- 
4 nandes. Three countries are repre- 
™ sented with three winners from the 
United States, one from England, and 
a repeat winner from Portugal. 

The Spring/Summer ’89 collec- 
tion includes nine patchwork pat- 
terns, five applique or combination 
applique-patchwork designs, and 
nine quilting motifs. There are three 
One-spoolers for new quilters like 
Judy Work of Beachwood, New Jer- 
sey, who requested especially easy 
designs ideal for beginners. There is 
Aztec Summer, a simple design of tri- 
angles that will lend itself to any 
decor, depending on the _ fabrics

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chosen, and two comfortable, old-timey de- 
signs pictured here in alternate color- 
ations—Apple Pandowdy (No. 2) and 
Housewarming (No. 5). In addition, House- 
warming and Supernovae (No. 7) are 
shown in other color combinations in Per- 
sonalize Your Quilts With Color on pages 
40-41. This article features sound advice on 
using color and design techniques to your 
best advantage, focusing especially on the 
versatile Valentine Medley pattern (No. 6), 
a remarkable design with many faces. Note 
also the alternate color suggestions for 
Sweet Pea in the borders (No. 1), for Cinna- 
mon Twist (No. 4) shown in berry-bush col- 
ors, and for Petit Point (No. 3) with golden- 
yellow blossoms dramatized by a deep blue 
backdrop. 

As always, we have included pattern 
choices for every level: the three super- 
easies; Valentine Medley and a juvenile 
quilt at one-and-a-half spools; six quilts at 
the mid-level: Cinnamon Twist, Starshine, 
and the bed-size Crocus quilt at two-and-a- 
half; and two challenges, Sweet Pea and 
Staround, for the experienced quiltmaker. 
For those who love innovative designs, the 
Crocus has a unique combination of piecing 
and applique, simple to do with the illus- 
trated directions. Those with time restric- 
tions might consider making the Crocus 
with only the small leaves, or with the small 
and mid-size leaves, allowing the back- 
ground fabric greater importance in the 
overall effect while you cut your time com- 
mitment significantly. 

Please note the General Instructions 
on pages 6-7, an invaluable tool for 
new readers but useful also as a 
technique refresher. Remember that 
the quilts can be made in other sizes 
by adding or subtracting blocks and 
adjusting borders. The Little Quilt 
That Could, for example, is shown for 
a crib—but it can become bunk-size by 
adding rows of cars and increasing 
border widths. A single row with 
locomotive and cars makes a charm- 
ing nursery wall quilt. With its title in- 
spired by the children’s classic tale, 
The Little Quilt That Could carries an 
ageless message of perseverance 
and positive thinking as appropriate 
to quiltmakers as to children. Enjoy!

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We give seam lines (dashed) as well 
as Cutting lines (Solid) for QUIL TMAKER’S 
full-sized pieced patterns. Seam allow- 
ances are 1/4" for all pieced patterns, and 
the points are trimmed. Pretrimming re- 
duces bulk in the seams and also pro- 
vides clues for exact alignment of patches 
for machine sewing. These trims make the 
seam lines of adjoining patches fall into 
place for stitching when cut edges and 
trimmed points are aligned. 

Very large pieces such as alternate 
blocks or setting triangles are shown in 
miniature with dimensions. Use graph 
paper to rule these patterns in the mea- 
surements given, or measure and mark 
them directly onto the fabric if you can du- 
plicate the proper angles with a carpen- 
ter’s square, right triangle, or similar tool. 
The dimensions shown do not include 
seam allowances. Be sure to add them 
when you mark and cut your fabric. 

Seam allowances (plus two inches 
extra length for insurance) are included in 
border strip lengths in quilt specifications. 

Where it is particularly important for 
the strip to be an exact size, as when it is 
to fit an outer pieced border, we do not 
add the extra two inches, but we do in- 
clude seam allowances. 

No turn-under allowances are given for 
most of the applique patterns. You will add 
the %6” by eye when cutting. Occasion- 
ally, an applique pattern will be labeled with 
a letter in parentheses. This means that 
the segment is a continuation of another 
piece with the same letter. If we give just 
half of the pattern piece, the center line is 
indicated with a dotted line. When making 
the template, simply trace around pattern, 
flip the tracing over, and align the dotted 
center lines. Trace around pattern again 
to complete template for whole patch. 

When our quilt specifications call for 
a pattern letter followed by an “r,” you will 
need to reverse the pattern. That is, if the 
instructions call for 36 A and 36 Ar, mark 
the first 36 patches, then turn the template 
over to mark the remaining 36. 


Trace pattern pieces onto clear template 
plastic, or trace on paper and glue the 
tracing to sandpaper, plastic, or cardboard. 
Cut out accurately. See specific instructions for 
the method of your choice to determine whether 
to trace seam lines or cutting lines when making 
templates. Make a sample block to test the accu- 
racy with which you have made templates before 
Cutting out the whole quilt. 


Always wash and iron fabrics before cutting 
them into patches. The cotton fabrics that most 
quiltmakers use are likely to shrink, and their col- 
ors may run. Rinse dark colors separately to 
check for excess dye. If color bleeds, continue 
rinsing until water runs clear. 

Plan to measure, mark, and cut border strips 
first and larger patches before smaller ones from 
the same fabric. Arrange patches with cutting 
lines of neighboring patches close or touching for 
best use of fabric. 
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INCLUDING BASIC QUILTMAKING LESSONS 


When marking and cutting patches, con- 
sider the grain line of the fabric. Generally, one 
or more straight sides of the patch should fol- 
low the lengthwise or crosswise grain. This is 
especially true of sides that will be on the out- 
side edges of the quilt block. Wherever possi- 
ble, we indicate lengthwise or crosswise grain 
with an arrow on the pattern piece. 


Patches for hand piecing require precisely 
marked seam lines, but marked cutting lines 
are optional. Most hand piecers prefer a tem- 
plate that does not include a seam allowance. 

To mark the patches, place the template 
face down on wrong side of fabric and draw 
around it accurately with a pencil. Leave just 
enough space between patches to add 1%” 
seam allowances when cutting. 

After marking the patches, cut outward 
from the seam line 4”, measuring the distance 
by eye. The pieces will be joined right sides to- 
gether, so the marked seam line on the wrong 
side of the fabric is visible on both sides of the 
patchwork when sewing. Sew the seam 
through the penciled lines, so patchwork will fit 
perfectly. Join patches with a short running 
stitch, using a single thread. Begin and end 
each seam at seam line (not at edge of fabric) 
with two or three backstitches to secure seam. 

Use dark-colored thread with dark fabrics 
and light-colored thread with light. When sew- 
ing a dark patch to a light, match thread to the 
fabric toward which you will be pressing the 
seam allowances (usually the dark). A short 
needle (size 7 or 8 between) will work best. 


Many machine patchworkers prefer to in- 
clude the seam allowances in the template and 
mark the cutting line instead of the sewing line. 
The reason for this is that accurate cutting is 
very important in machine piecing. 

When machine sewing patches together, 
align cut edges with the edge of the presser 
foot if itis 14” wide. If not, place masking tape on 
the throat plate of the machine 4” away from 
the needle to guide you in making precise 1/4” 
seams. Sew all the way to the cut edge unless 
you are inserting a patch into an angle. For 
machine piecing you may want to match thread 
color to the patches (even using a different 
color for top and bobbin threads). However, if 
you are using very many fabrics, you may pre- 
fer to use a single thread color such as beige 
that won't show much on any of the fabrics. 
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Templates for hand applique do no 
clude turn-under allowances. For hand appli- 
que, place template face up on right side of the 
fabric and draw around it lightly with a pencil. 
Turn under %6” allowance on each applique; 
baste in place. (Do not turn under edges that will 
be tucked under other appliques.) Clip well into 
the fold of inward curves to make pieces lie flat. 

If background block is a light color, lay it 
over pattern in magazine, matching centers, to 
see placement for appliques. Lightly mark 
major shapes with pencil or simply pin appli- 
ques into position. If you cannot see through 
background block, finger-crease block in half 
lengthwise, crosswise, and diagonally to form 
guidelines for placement of appliques. 


Pin or baste applique patches onto the 
background fabric, tucking raw edges under 
adjacent appliques as needed. Applique with 
an invisible slip stitch or hemming stitch in a 


thread color that matches the patch, not the 
background. Remove basting. To facilitate the 
quilting later and to prevent show-through, 
carefully cut away background fabric from be- 
hind appliques, using sharp scissors and trim- 
ming to within %6” of seam line. Reinforce 
seams with acouple of stitches if itis necessary 
to cut across seam lines when trimming. 


Press all seams to one side, usually to- 
ward the darker fabric. Press quilt blocks flat 
and square with no puckers. Correct any prob- 
lems in blocks, sashes, or borders by remov- 
ing a few stitches to ease puckers. 


Join the blocks for the first row with 1%” 
seams. (If sashing will be used, sew a short 
sashing strip between each block in the row.) 
Then join all blocks in the second row, and so 
on, until all rows are completed. Press all seam 
allowances in the odd-numbered rows in one 
direction and all seam allowances in even- 
numbered rows in the opposite direction. (With 
sashing, press all seams either toward or away 
from the sashing strips.) When all rows are 
completed, pin two rows together so that seam 
lines match perfectly. Join rows together in 
groups of two, then four, and so on, until top is 
completed. (With sashing, sew a sashing strip 
between each group of two rows.) Press all 
seam allowances in one direction, either up or 
down. When setting blocks and rows together, 
be careful to avoid stretching them. 


ADDING MITERED BORDERS 
Center a border strip on each side of the 
quilt top to extend equally at each end. Pin, 
baste, and sew strips in “%4” seams, beginning 
and ending the stitching at the seam line, not at 
outer edge of fabric. At one corner (on wrong 
side), smooth one border over an adjacent one 
and draw a diagonal line from inner seam line 
to the point where outer edges of two borders 


| 


cross. Reverse the two borders (bottom one is 
now on top), and again draw a diagonal line 
from inner seam line to point where outer 
edges cross. Match the two pencil lines (fabrics 
right sides together), and sew through them. 
Cut away excess, and press seam open. Re- 
peat at other three corners of quilt. 


Place quilting pattern under quilt top. 
Lightly mark design on quilt top, using a hard 
lead pencil. To mark dark-colored fabrics, 
place design over a light source; use a chalk 
pencil. If using water-soluble pens, be sure to 
test for removability before marking the quilt. 

Some quilting may be done without marking 


the top. Outline quilting (4” from seam around 
patches) or quilting in-the-ditch (right next to 
the seam on the side without the seam allow- 
ances) can be done “by eye.” Other straight 
lines may also be “marked” as you quilt by 
using a piece of masking tape that is pulled 
away after a line is quilted along its edge. 


Make quilt lining about 2” larger on each 
side than the quilt top. Some small quilts require 
a single piece for lining, but usually two or three 
lengths must be seamed together. Remove 
selvedges from these lengths to avoid puckers; 
press seams to one side. 

Place lining, wrong side up, on a flat sur- 
face. Spread quilt batt over the lining, making 
sure that both stay smooth and even. Place the 
quilt top, right side up, on top of the batting. Pin 
the three layers as necessary to secure them 
while basting. Beginning in the center, baste all 
layers together in an “X,” then in rows four to six 
inches apart. Baste around edges. 


Some quilters use a large frame; others 
use a quilting hoop; and some quilt in their laps 
with no frame at all. Quilting is done in a short 
running stitch with a single strand of thread that 
goes through all three layers. Use a short needle 
(8 or 9 between) with about 18” of thread. Make 
a small knot in the thread, and take a first long 
stitch (about 1”) through top and batting only, 
coming up where the quilting will begin. Tug on 
the thread to pull the knotted end between the 
layers. Take straight, even stitches that are the 
same size on the top and bottom of the quilt. 
For tiny stitches, push the needle with a thimble 


on your middle finger; guide the fabric in front of 
the needle with the thumb of your hand above 
the quilt and thumb and index finger of your 
hand below the quilt. To end a line of quilting, 
take a tiny backstitch, and then make another 
inch-long stitch through the top and batting 
only. Clip thread at surface of quilt. Remove 
basting stitches when finished quilting. 


TYING 


Line quilt top as described above, basting 
or not, as desired. To mark placement for ties, 
insert pins through all layers (top, batting, and 
lining) at each block center and corner, or at 
other logical places related to the design. Also 
pin around borders. Space pins not more than 
6” apart. Thread a sharp, large-eyed needle 
with about two yards of three-ply acrylic baby 
yarn or fingering yarn, and pull it up doubled. 
Don’t knot it. Insert needle beside a pin from 
either top or lining side (whichever side you 
want to have tails of knots). Remove pin. Take 
a stitch about 1/4” long through all layers, and 
bring needle back up near where it entered. 
Pull up yarn, leaving a 2” tail for a square knot. 
Tie knot and trim ends. Repeat at each pin. 
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Trim quilt batt and lining even with quilt 
top. Leaving about 2” extra at each end, place a 
1%" binding strip on one edge of quilt top, right 
sides together. Sew through all layers with a 4” 
seam, beginning and ending at seam line. Re- 
peat for other three sides of quilt. Fold binding 
to the back, tucking under 1/4”, and blindstitch it 
down along seam line. At corners, trim, tuck in 
ends, and stitch. Rinse out any quilt marking 
that still shows. A nice finishing touch is to em- 
broider your name, city, and date on the back.

@) Referring to block drawings 
and piecing diagram, make 9 W blocks, 
6 X blocks, 9 Y blocks, and 6 Z blocks. 

@) Referring to quilt drawing and 
quilt diagram, arrange blocks in six 
rows Of five blocks each, turning them to 
form design. Join blocks to make rows. 
Join rows. 

@) Sew short border strips to top 
and bottom of quilt. Sew long border 
strips to sides of quilt. Miter corners, 
trimming excess from seam allowances. 

@) Referring to four-block quilting 
diagram on next page, mark quilting 
motif as given for the E patch in all X and 
Y blocks. Quilt as marked. Quilt in-the- 
ditch and across appropriate patches to 
form large heart shapes as shown in 
quilting diagram. Quilt “2” inside larger 
quilted-heart shape to echo the design. 
Quilt border as desired. Bind to finish.

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PERSONALIZE YOUR 


Most of us have strong feelings about color. It is the first thing 
we notice when we look at a quilt. In fact, love of color and fabric 
may be what drew us to quiltmaking in the first place. And while a 
quilt is appreciated for the comfort and beauty it provides, whatever 
its colors may be, a quilt made for someone else will be better re- 
ceived if it is made in colors that the person particularly favors. By 
studying the clothing choices or the colors used by the person in the 
home or office space, we will be better able to make the perfectly 
colored quilt for him or her. 

Study quilt drawings 1-4 on these pages made with the Valen- 
tine Medley block (page 38). You can see some of the many looks 
possible with this one block. Each quilt has a very different look and 
feeling. The quilt shown below left (quilt No. 2) is set exactly like 
Valentine Medley on page 38. However, the differences in color 
choices and placement change the quilt from a sweet-and-senti- 
mental traditional style to a more contemporary design. The 16- 
block design in spring-bouquet colors shown in quilt No. 1 might be 
the perfect choice for the wall in a bedroom or sewing room. By 
using walnut, almond, and redwood colors and setting 16 blocks in 
a design as shown in quilt No. 3, you achieve a wood-toned design 
appropriate for office or den. The patriotic color scheme used in 
quilt No. 4 emphasizes a pinwheel shape formed where the blocks 
join. This is a perfect quilt for a child’s room. 

You may see a quilt whose pattern is appealing 
or easy to make but whose colors are not just what 
you want for yourself or for an intended recipient. 
Consider substituting colors from another quilt you 
like into the quilt pattern you plan to make. Place the 
colors that are dominant in the second quilt in im- 
portant patches in your pattern. If the main part of 
the chosen-color quilt uses a navy print, then place 
a navy print in the main patches of the design you 
are making. To make it easier to see if the new color 
scheme will be to your liking, place tracing paper 
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QUILTS WITH COLOR 


over a picture of the quilt and draw all seam lines. Color the quilt 
using the new colors. 

Quilt coloration can be altered by changing the placement of 
colors within each block to emphasize different parts of the design. 
Supernovae (page 28), Cinnamon Twist (page 22), and Starshine 
(page 12) are quilt designs that contain several different elements 
that could be changed with the choice of color. You can emphasize 
a patch by making it the brightest or darkest in the block. Patches 
made with solid fabrics may stand out against all prints; bright col- 
ors will stand out against dull colors. Compare what is emphasized 
in the Supernovae blocks in quilt No. 6 with the quilt on page 28. 
What was light blue in the original quilt has now been colored dark, 
making the small eight-pointed stars more noticeable. 

Another method you can use to change a color scheme is to 
make a “two-block” quilt by coloring alternate blocks differently. 
The coloring may be as simple as using lighter colors in block A and 
darker versions of the same colors in block B. See quilts 1 and 3 on 
the opposite page and Hearts Content on the cover for examples of 
this two-block color scheme. In Apple Pandowdy (page 16), alter- 
nate blocks use the same fabrics but they are placed in different po- 
sitions in the blocks. 

If you’ve ever made a Log Cabin quilt, you know the fun of ar- 
ranging and rearranging the blocks to come up with a Sunshine and 
Shadows set or Straight Furrows or Streak of Lightning. 
Any block that is split diagonally can be colored half 
light and half dark (or half color A and half color B as in 
Housewarming on page 14), and the blocks can be ar- 
ranged in traditional Log Cabin sets. The Housewarm- 
ing variation shown in quilt No. 5 shows another color- 
ation and set possible with this versatile block. 

Experimenting with color will be fun. It gives you a 
chance to place your own personal color touch on any 
quilt you make and will personalize a gift quilt in the 
most satisfying way possible.

ASSEMBLY 


(@) Note: For Y blocks, cut E 
patches with the long edge on the bias. 
For Z blocks and border units, cut E 
patches with the long edge on the 
straight of grain. Refer to patch H/Hr on 
page 13 for instructions about cutting 
wine H's and Hr’s. Note that the 40 wine 
H’s for border units are cut with the 
grain line on the long edge of the patch. 
Referring to block Y drawing and piec- 
ing diagram on page 11, joinaB, C, and 
D patch as shown. Repeat to make 
eight B/C/D units. Sew the first B/C/D 
unit to A, making a partial seam. Work- 
ing in a clockwise direction and follow- 
ing color placement, sew each B/C/D 
unit to A. Complete the partial seam. 
Add an E to each corner. Repeat to 
make 13 Y blocks. 

@) Referring to block drawing and 
piecing diagram, make 12 Z blocks. 

@) Make 20 border units, five with 
dark yellow E’s, five with dark rose E’s, 
five with dark blue E’s, and five with 
dark blue/green E’s. 

@ Referring to quilt drawing on 
page 10, join blocks in five rows of five 
blocks each. Join rows. 

6) Sew five border units to each 
edge of the quilt as shown. 

© Fold a 9” square of tracing 
paper in half. Unfold. Align fold line with 
dotted line of “2A and trace motif. Ro- 
tate paper; trace motif in other half. 
Mark motif in A patches. Fold a 612” 
square of tracing paper in half horizon- 
tally and vertically. Unfold paper and 
align fold lines with dotted lines of 4F. 
Trace motif in each quarter of the paper. 
Mark in F patches. Mark quilting motifs 
as given in E and G/Gr patches. Quilt as 
marked. Quilt in-the-ditch around all 
other patches. 

@) Trim batting and lining to match 
quilt top. Refer to figures for binding on 
page 13. Be careful not to stretch edges 
of quilt. Working on the top side of quilt, 
with right sides together, pin the binding 
to quilt edge. Outside angles will need 
small tucks in the binding. Sew the bind- 
ing to the quilt, being sure to catch all 
layers. Fold the binding to the back of 
quilt, allowing tucks to form at inside 
corners and easing the binding around 
outside corners. Turn under edge of 
binding strip and hand sew the fold just 
over the first line of stitching.

@) Referring to block and unit dia- 
grams on page 12, make 20 blocks, 31 
unit 1’s, and 18 unit 2’s.

© Join block rows, tracks, and 
501%" gold sashes in the order shown in 
quilt drawing on page 32. Trim tracks 
and sashes even with blocks. 

@) Add borders, mitering corners 
and trimming excess.

mark appliques on nine A’s for Y blocks. 

@) Make placement pattern for A’s 
in Z blocks by folding a 16” square of 
tracing paper in fourths. Mark a dot 5” 
from center along each fold line. Refer- 
ring to Fig. 3, align dots on %-K pattern 
given on page 19 with dots on fold lines. 
Trace the motif in each quarter. Mark 
placement of appliques on four A’s for Z 
blocks. 

@) Position, pin, baste, and blind 
stitch in alphabetical order the applique 
patches on an A for a Y block. Using 
three strands of green embroidery 
floss, outline stitch tendrils. Sew a B to 
each edge of the A. Repeat to make 
nine Y blocks. 

©) Position and pin a 34” bias strip 
(K) along the circle of an A patch for Z 


block. Tuck one end of the strip under 
the other; turn under the raw edge to 
form a neat closure. Position, pin, 
baste, and blind stitch E’s and F’s in 
place around the circle, tucking leaves 
under K. Baste and blind stitch K. Sewa 
C to each edge of the A, mitering cor- 
ners. Repeat to make 4 Z blocks. 

© Referring to unit diagrams on 
page 19, make eight unit 1's (side 
units), and four unit 2’s (corner units). 

@) Referring to quilt drawing on 
page 18, arrange blocks and units in di- 
agonal rows. Join blocks to make rows. 
Join rows. 

Sew on borders. Miter corners; 
trim excess from seam allowances. 

Q) Quilt in-the-ditch around all ap- 
pliques. Referring to quilt drawing, quilt 
Ye" from seams of all yellow print A, B, 
and D patches. Then referring to block 
diagrams, quilt 11%” parallel lines in B 
patches of Y blocks and around appli- 
ques in Z blocks as shown. Also quilt 
11%" parallel lines in D patches of unit 
1’s and B patches of unit 2’s. 

To make a C-patch quilting motif pat- 
tern, fold the template for C in half 
lengthwise. Refer to unit 1 and unit 2 
diagrams. Aligning the dot-dash line of 
E (given on page 19) with the center fold 
of C, alternately trace four E’s and three 
Er’s on C. Mark lightly on all C patches. 
Mark 19 E’s alternately with 18 Er’s 
along each border as shown in quilt 
drawing. Quilt as marked. Bind to finish.

To mark 
the Touch of Spice quilting as shown in 
the block drawings on page 16, refer to 
Figs. 1-4 on page 15. Mark the pink 
quilting motif given in patch A and 
shown in Fig. 1 on green print A's in Y 
blocks and yellow print A’s in Z blocks. 
Mark the blue quilting motif given in 
patch A and shown in Fig. 2 on blue 
print A’s in all blocks. Mark the pink 
quilting motif given in patch B and 
shown in Fig. 3 on yellow print B’s in Y 
blocks and green print B’s in Z blocks. 
Mark the blue quilting motif given in 
patch B and shown in Fig. 4 on blue 
print B’s in all blocks. Mark the quilting 
motif as given in C patches. Quilting 
motifs are given in pink and blue for 
Clarity—not to suggest pink and blue 
thread be used. Quilt as marked. Quilt 
in-the-ditch around the corner B’s in 
each block. Quilt border as desired. 
Bind to finish.
